Th.^ man ts also called ^Amcertil Mommeen' 
by the Wflhflbis < SavvEmnh Ahniodi, page No l36/i3"'), Moulvi 
Ismail was one of ihc tnisied disciples of Syed Ahmed He was a 
British Agent dunng iht Indian Mutiny of 1857 (Imtiaz-e-Haq). 
When our gicat leader Ailamfl Fazle Huq Khairabadi called upon 
ihc Muslims of India to wage Jehad against iho Bntiah, Moiilvi 
Ismail opposed it and maneuvered to have the Allama convict^ 
for life and sent to Andamans where he died in 1861.

If this is nol cgntempt 
of Ihe Prophet (SAL) ask these people " Can wc say that you and 
your teachers have knowledge as much as that of a Pig or an 
Asa. 

On this, the 35 Ulemas of Mecca and Madma unaai- 
mously declared him a Kafir (Husamul Harmain) One of his foUqw- 
ers saw s dream, in which he recited the Kahma la lUha lllsllah.
